Ford Says Arms, Aid, 
But No More Fighters

D epartm ent of Labor said they 
cannot do anything until the 
Indiana Employment Security

“ But the Indiana Employment 
Security Division says that the

“ It’s a classic case of buck­ 
passing,” Sharp added, “and 
it’s the people of Indiana who 
suffer.”

The Departm ent of 
Labor told him that it needs “a 
few w eeks” to check the Indiana 
unemployment statistics before 
they can be forwarded to the

Adminstration (EDA), in the 
Departm ent o f Commerce, and 
the EDA claim s it needs “four to 
six w eeks” after that before it 
can notify the counties that they 
qualify for special assistance. 
"I have written to both the 
Secretary of Labor and the 
Secretary of Commerce urging 
them to speed up the paper­ 
work,” Sharp said, “but the 
counties involved do not need to 
w ait.”

Sharp said he is writing to 
local officials in the eligible 
counties in the loth District 
explaining 
the problem 
and 
suggesting that they begin work 
now on their plan. He also is 


referring them to government 
officials who can help them to 
draw up the plan according to 
federal guidelines. 
“Hoosier tax dollars support 
these federal program s,” siad 
Sharp. “ I want to help m ake 
sure that we receive our fair 
share in Indiana, and that we 
receive it while the people need 
the help.”

Religion In America 


There is no question that 
church people and religious 
institutions have a long and 
positive history of response to 
the hungry of the world. 
But, it can be asked, is that 
response sometimes inhibited 
or muted by the theological 
images people have of themsel 
ves, of God and of the world. 
The answer is yes, according 
to Dr. Bruce C. Birch, associate 
professor of Old Testament at 
Wesley Theological Seminary in 
Washington, D C. 
Birch, in a 
paper called 
“Hunger, Poverty and Biblical 
Religion,” 
presented 
to 
a 
continuing education conference 
at Wesley, noted that while the 
biblical material concerning the 
poor and hungry is clear and 
unambiguous, “it has not been 
as clear how those imperatives 
are to be implemented in the 
life of the church.” 
He said that it was “sur­ 
prising” that in appealing to 
local churches for a response to 
hunger issues “so little re­ 
course 
has 
been 
made 
to 
biblical materials.” 
“What the churches of this 
country have failed to see is 
that the challenge of world 
hunger ... constitutes a theologi­ 
cal crisis for the church as well 
as 
a 
political, 
social 
and 
economic crisis for the world,” 
Birch said. 
Birch suggested that part of 
the problem may lie in the fact 
that the dominant images of the 
Old Testament current today 
are 
that 
of 
the 
“salvation 
history,” where the focus is on 
God’s action in history to save 
and redeem his people 
“Salvation history in the Old 
Testament,” Birch said, “is a 
theology for the powerless. Our 
job in the American church 
may be to find in our biblical 
I 


resources the 
theology that 
powerful.”

speaks to the 


Such 
an 
alternative, 
he 
suggests, may be the “theology 
of blessing” as depicted in the 
biblical “wisdom” literature of 
Proverbs, Genesis, 2 Samuel 
and throughout the prophetic 
books. 


Much of the wisdom material, 
according to Birch, came at a 
time when Israel was at the 
height of its power and prestige 
and represent an attempt by 
Israel “to reflect theologically 
on her own prosperity.” 


In 
the 
wisdom 
literature 
emphasis is placed less on “the 
hope 
for 
God’s 
redemptive 
intervention” in history and 
more on “the effort to discern 
the 
just 
order 
which 
God 
intended as the arena of human 
existence.” 


“Wisdom stresses the seeking 
after life as the seeking after 
the welfare of the whole human 
community with which one is 
related,” he said. 


The implication of serious 
study of the wisdom literature 
for the hunger issue, Birch said 
would mean “we would be 
called upon to abandon a solely 
aid or charity approach to 
hunger” and “ we would be 
forced back to emphasis on the 
establishment of a more just 
and harmonious order in the 
world.”

On top issues for the 1976 
election year, Bowen identified

The 
individual cages housing them 
are small —about fifteen feet in 
Viet Refugees Compete 
In Tight Labor Market

Vietnamese 
are 
job 
hunting in the tough and tight 
American marketplace. 
And for the war refugees who 
sought peace for 30 years, the 
new search in a new homeland 
is not easy. 
Recession unemployment has 
hit a 34-year high, with 8.5 
million Americans out of work. 
Still, Leonard Chapman Jr., 
commissioner 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, said refugees will not 
take away jobs from 
U.S. 
citizens. 
So far, 27,600 refugees have 
been released from the camps 
into the U.S. mainstream. 
“The total number of re ­ 
fugees and the number who will 
be competing for jobs will be a 
small number, when it is looked 
at in the proper perspective,” 
Chapman said. “Many of these 
are 
professional 
people 
— 
doctors, technicians and busi­ 
nessmen.” 
He said that of the expected 
140,000 refugees, 60 per cent are 
children and only about 35,000 
are heads of families who will 
be looking for jobs. 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. of 
California said he will ask 
President Ford this week to 
provide a job for an American 


for every job found for 
refugee. It is called the “Jobs 
for Americans Plan” and would 
cost the federal government 
$350 million. 
“The Vietnamese refugees 
will not be the recipients of one 
dime of the job development 
money,” said Robert Gnaizda 
of the plan to be submitted to 
the President’s Advisory Com 
mittee on Refugees. “They will 
have 
to 
compete 
in 
the 
marketplace.” 
Those Vietnamese 
already 
competing will take just about 
any job.

New Highway Law

The white amur, or grass 
carp, may turn out to be the 
greatest threat to fresh water 
fisheries since the introduction 
of the carp, and the Indiana 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Re­ 
sources warns that importation 
of these fish is banned in the 
Hoosier state. 
“Until we know more about 
them, we 
don’t 
want 
them 
spread all over the state,” said 
Bob Hollingsworth, the depart­ 
ment’s chief of fisheries. 
Literature on the white amur, 
a type of carp from the Amur 
River 
in 
China, 
is 
“shot 
through 
with 
controversy,” 
according to Hollingsworth 
Some reports say the amur is 
an excellent weed control tool, 
as the fish will eat all types of 
vegetation Questions have ari­ 
sen, however, about what the 
amur eats when the vegetation 
is gone. 
“Maybe the amur is going to 
be the best thing that ever 
happened weed-control wise,” 
Hollingsworth 
said. 
On 
the 
other hand, the amur may turn 
out to be a disaster to existing 
sport fish populations. There is 
some evidence that the amur 
feeds on other species and their 
eggs when vegetation is gone 


Hollingsworth said that al­ 
ready 
these 
fish 
are 
being 
taken on trot lines by commer­ 
cial fishermen in the Mississip­ 
pi River. These catches are 
sold as “silver buffalo ” 
“We 
have 
not 
had 
any 
reports of amur in our rivers,” 
explained Hollingsworth 
“But 
it may just be a matter of time 
before they get into the Ohio 
and into the Wabash ’’ 
The critical 
factor is 
the 
amur’s rigid spawning require­ 
ments which 
may 
limit 
its 
range in this country. 
At 
this 
time, 
Indiana 
is 
studying the amur Dr. Carole 
A. Lembi of Purdue University 
has been working 
with 
the 
amur. and her studies may 
reveal more information about 
the fish’s ability to live and 
spawn in Hoosier waters 
Hollingsworth stressed that it 
is still illegal to import amur 
into Indiana, and the depart­ 
ment will 
not 
approve any 
permits for such importation 
The amur grows to “humon­ 
gous’’ 
sizes 
according 
to 
Hollingsworth 
He said some 
fish have reached 400 pounds 
The amur requires high water 
levels and rapid water currents

D o ’s and D o n ’t’s 
A guide to using color 


Color can work a wonderful transformation in any 
room — especially when you follow some of the basic 
rules that have been discovered about its use. Here 
are “Color Do’s and Don’t’s” to guide you: 
DO USE LIGHT COLORS in a small room to create 
an impression of greater size. 
DONT USE TOO MUCH pattern, in any room. This 
can be distracting and tiring. 
DO PUT EMPHASIS on warm reds and yellows in 
rooms that are windowless or face toward the north- 
c&st. 
DON’T USE BRIGHT COLOR in large areas, as this 
will detract from the furnishings. 
DO HAVE CONTINUING COLOR flow through the 
house, and use harmonious colors in rooms that 
adjoin. 
DON’T'USE TOO MANY cool blue hues in a north­ 
east room or it will seem to be cooler. 
DO MIX LIGHT AND DEEP colors in each room. 
DON’T USE TOO MUCH red or yellow in a south­ 
west room with large windows, or it will seem warmer. 
DO PAINT THE CEILING of a room a deeper color 
than the walls, if it is very high. This makes it appear 
lower. The reverse is true, of course, when you want 
a low-ceilinged room seem to have a high ceiling. 
DON’T PAINT GLARING architectural features, 
such as radiators, to contrast with their background. 
This will emphasize them. 
DO REMEMBER COLORS are relative and must 
be seen together. 
DON’T USE GLOSSY PAINTS on walls and ceilings 
of living areas, since such surface creates glare. 
DO STUDY COLOR SWATCHES in both day and 
night light; colors often change under artificial light. 
DON’T HAVE ALL SHINY or all rough-texturvd 
fabrics in one room — vary them for visual interest. 


Third finger, left hand?.

holster a sagging economy 


The girl in the elaborate 
white gown floating down 
the aisle on her father s 
arm may not look like the 
symbol of an $8 billion 
market, but she is. There 
will be an e stim a te d 
2,307,000 weddings in 1974, 
and more than 75% of 
them will be first m ar­ 
riages. 
These brides are not 
anguishing over inflation, 
rising unemployment fig­ 
ures, or frightening talk 
about a serious recession. 
Nothing keeps them from 
following 
through 
with 
their plans for a formal 
wedding and reception, 
and beginning married life 
in a beautifully furnished 
home. 
While married couples 
may be angry about in­ 
creased costs of food, utili­ 
ties and g a so lin e , th e 
bride-to-be and her groom, 
with money saved in the 
bank, are accepting infla­ 
tionary prices. They have 
no choice, for they must 
make the major purchases 
for their first home. Many 
of the luxuries, in the form 
of shower and wedding 
gifts, will be supplied by 
family and friends. In all, 
the total cost of weddings 
and receptions this year 
will be $2 billion, according 
to one trade source. 
T he tip o f this* econ om ic 
iceberg is the very visible 
wedding gown and the 
attendants’ dresses. For 
the bride, who is as tra­ 
ditional today as her par­ 
ents could wish, the aver­ 
age amount spent on the 
gown is $243, up more than 
IOO percent from a decade 
ago. The total cost of all 
bridesmaids’ dresses in the 
wedding party totals up 
to $195. 
Receptions, which vary 
in style from one part of 
the country to another 
from formal sit down din­ 
ners in the northeast to 
champagne punch and 
wedding cake in some 
parts of the south, average 
out to $721. Yet, parents 
of 21% of the brides who 
have receptions spend 
from $1,000 to $2,000 and 
over. 
It ii even m ore sign ifican t 
th at $6 b illio n w ill be 
spent on furnishing first 
homes. At a time when a 
great many 
established 
families are delaying a 
new major purchase be­ 
cause of economic uncer­ 
ta in ty , the bride and 
groom of the 70s are mov­ 
ing ahead just as one 
might expect of children 
raised in an affluent so­ 
ciety. They are not fright­ 
ened by crop failures and 
the increased cost of meat. 
They pay no attention to 
Dow-Jones averages. All 
they know is that they 
must furnish their first 
home and they either have 
the money in the bank or 
a credit rating that will 
enable them to do it. 
The days when newly­ 
weds made do with hand- 
me-downs and happily 
turned orange crates into 
coffee tables have long 
since been dead. 
Understandably, their 
buying spree is out of 


proportion to their num ­ 
bers. While nearly-weds 
account for 24% of all 
bedroom fu rn itu re and 
14.6% of all living room 
furniture, they will rep­ 
resent only 2.6% of all 
households in the country. 
Today, for manufacturers 
and retailers alike, the 
bride is providing an eco­ 
nomic booster shot th at 
cannot be ignored. 


“Family” not outmoded 
This concern for a for­ 
mal wedding and a spark­ 
ling home is not a new 
phenomenon. It is true 
t h a t d u r i n g t he 1960s 
many parents feared that 
their offspring were ready 
to chuck the family unit 
as a way of life and, with 
it, all the familiar trap ­ 
pings. However the facts 
diminish the feverish talk 
of young women going it 
alone, communal living, 
and more singular one-to- 
one arrangements. 
All indications, accord­ 
ing to one authority, point 
to more new household 
form ations during the 
1970s than in any other 
decade in the country’s 
history. 
The major difference is 
that the average bride and 
groom will both be inde­ 
pendent wage earners and 
somewhat older by the 
time they exchange wed­ 
ding vows. Today’s couple 
can wait until they can 
afford to begin their future 
as man and wife in the 
lifestyle they choose. 
Two economically-inde- 
pendent individuals can 
save tow ards a house, 
more vacations that are 
as ex citin g as h o n ey ­ 
moons, and the latest elec­ 
tronic devices for their 
households. 
When they 
decide to have a child, 
they will also have saved 
towards that event. Today, 
the belief is that young 
marrieds will keep their 
families down to zero pop­ 
ulation. However, they will 
become a family, and their 
children will be wanted 
when they arrive. 


Double incomes 
The flower children have 
come and gone. Successive 
generations now seem to 
appear with alarming fre­ 
quency, each somewhat 
altered from the preceding 
one. 
At the moment, it ap­ 
pears that young men and 
women planning marriage 
are 
as materialistic as 
their parents were sup­ 
posed to be. They want to 
“get ahead,” and they will 
both work towards success. 
More and more brides are 
continuing to work after 
marriage. The double in­ 
come insures economic 
safety. 
Women’s lib, which has 
permeated most conscious­ 
ness, frees both the bride 
and the groom to work 
and to share. He no longer 
has to be the lone provider. 
She no longer is forced to 
feel that cooking and 
cleaning is a "career.” 
The income of these 
young, better educated 
workers, both male and

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Eight painless tips to 
ensure clog-free drains 


Just as people in glass 
houses are wary of flying 
objects, people in homes 
with sluggish drains m ust 
be careful of w hat goes 
down the d ra in —or suffer 
th e fru s tra tin g conse­ 
quences. 
The consequence is in ­ 
variably a clogged drain— 
the most common plum b­ 
ing problem th a t hom e­ 
makers face. But, happily, 
clogs are also the most 
easily prevented plumbing 
problem. 
W hat exactly is a clog? 
It is an obstruction th a t 
blocks the drainpipe and 
k eep s th e w a te r fro m 
running freely down the 
drain. The clogging m ate­ 
rials usually collect a t the 
bottom of the U-shaped 
drainpipe under the sink. 
K itchen sink stoppages 
are most often caused by 
grease or fa t and small 
food scraps which go down 
th e d r a in . T h e g re a s e 
sticks to the pipe, hardens, 
and combines with small 
food particles, thus form ­ 
ing a blockage. In the 
bathroom sink or tub, the 
clogging culprits are usu­ 
ally hair and soap scum. 
While it is probably im ­ 
possible to keep all poten­ 
tial clogging m aterial out 
of the drainpipe, just a 
little effort will go a long 
way to w ard p rev en tin g 
many of these m ini-disas­ 
ters. Here are some pain­ 
less tips to help you keep 
y o u r d r a in s r u n n in g 
freely: 
I. Try to keep fat, grease 
or oil from running down 
the kitchen drain — in ­ 
stead, put these m aterials 
in a handy non-porous, 
heat resistant container 


near the sink, and then 
into the regular garbage. 
2. Use your sink strain­ 
er basket to trap food 
particles, crumbs and veg­ 
etable peelings — enough 
o f even th e s m a lle s t 
crum bs will eventually 
form a mass large enough 
to block the pipe. 
3. Wipe out all the re­ 
m aining greasy residue 
from pots and pans with 
paper towels or napkins, 
before washing or soaking. 
Also, be careful of foods 
th a t are not pure grease, 
but contain a fair am ount 
of it in combination with 
other ingredients, such as 
soups or sauces. 
4. Ignore the advice that 
coffee grounds are good 
for drains; 
they really 
aren’t. Put them in the 
garbage or the compost 
pile. 
5. Prevent even small 
build-ups of clogged m a­ 
terials with a once-m onth- 
ly cleaning with Drain 
Power, a new one-second 
drain opener th a t con­ 
tains no hazardous lye or 
acid, but pops the clog 
with pressure waves.

described by poets of yester­ 
year. 
The origin of the gold wed­ 
ding ring is almost lost in an­ 
tiquity . . . to get his woman 
the caveman literally captured 
a girl by binding her ankles and 
wrists wha rope. Only after he 
was certain she would not run 
away did he make her a finger 
ring of grass to symbolize the 
rope retainers. Grass eventu­ 
ally gave w'ay to more perma­ 
nent rings of flint, leather and 
ivory and, later, to iron, silver 
and gold. 
Early church paintings show 
the Virgin Mary receiving a 
gold ring set with an “adamant” 
(early name for diamonds) from 
Joseph. It wasn’t until the Eng­ 
lish Reformation that the bride 
received two rings—one at en­ 
gagement and the second at the 
wedding ceremony. 
In America, until 1890, wed­ 
ding rings were mostly plain 
gold. In 1850, following the 
California Gold Rush, young 
Brooklynite John R. Wood be­ 
gan making plain gold wedding 
rings. Later, influenced by the 
ornateness of the Victorian pe­ 
riod in the 1890’s, his wedding 
ring designs began to feature 
diamonds and intricate florals 
and foliage, and geometric carv­ 
ings. 


Today, the 125 year old com­ 
pany, makers of ArtCarved dia­ 
mond engagement and wedding 
rings, offers many ring styles, 
most with matching sets for 
bride and groom.

The Rom ans were among 
the first to introduce the 
use of cake at the cere­ 
mony. They broke their 
salty-m ealed 
cake 
over 
the bride’s head at the 
end of the rites, and the 
crumbs were gathered by 
guests as good-luck tokens.

T he 
tradition o f A m erican glassm aking dates back to colonial 
America, says th e G lass Crafts o f America Association.

Brides have been receiv- 
ing g ifts of s p a rk lin g 
handcrafted 
A m erican 
glass for years — for more 
than 200 years. Today’s 
bride, circa 1975, can have 
that same sparkling glass 
so deeply rooted in Amer­ 
ica’s past in reproductions 
of Early American designs 
or totally modern pieces. 
W hatever the b rid e ’s 
style — traditional and 
Early American, sleek and 
modern, or an eclectic mix 
of both — a gift of Amer­ 
ican glass is a treasure 
trove reflecting America’s 
past as well as m aking a 
bold statement for today’s 
entertaining styles. 
It was our forefathers’ 
a rtistry and skill th a t 
sh a p ed th e h is to r y of 
American glass starting in 
1608 when these settlers 
landed at Jamestown and 
built the first glass fac­ 
tory. This 17th century 
glass house, as it is his­ 
torically called, was re­ 
constructed by the Glass 
Crafts of America Asso­ 
ciation. 
A ccording to G la ss 
Crafts, handcrafted Amer­ 
ican glass that dates back 
to the beginning of the 
19th century is today’s 
collectible because m any 
of these pieces available 
in gift and departm ent 
stores are created from 
m olds d esig n ed in th e 
1870s. 
There is lacy Sandwich 
glass brilliantly colored in 
ruby, olive and amber; in­ 
triguing milk glass pieces 
— bowls edged with danc­ 
ing sailors and ring and 
petal designs or dishes 
covered with hens and 
rabbits; slag glass in swirl­ 
ing purples or brown made 
»t the end of day by glass 
workers; and iridescent

carnival glass so named 
because it was given away 
at local carnivals. 
The original pitchers, 
punch bowls, candlesticks, 
goblets, compotes, and 
plates created from these 
fa m o u s types of g lass 
command high prices by 
collectors, but the repro­ 
ductions, ideal as gifts 
for brides, are moderately 
priced from $5.00 to $35.00. 
The uniqueness of hand­ 
c ra fte d American glass 
means that it has been 
blown or pressed by hand, 
be it antique crystal stem- 
ware, a pitcher, terrarium 
or candy dish. The hand- 
blown 
method probably 
s ta r te d in E gypt an d 
American glassmakers are 
still creating wine glasses, 
decanters, and compotes 
with the same care and 
craftsm anship practiced 
centuries ago. These beau­ 
tifully blown pieces sc 
much a part of young 
lifestyles are created with 
an iron blow pipe in the 
hands of a skilled glass- 
blower assisted by a gath­ 
erer. As with the repro­ 
ductions, modem pieces 
are moderately priced and 
readily available. 
About 1825, American 
ingenuity created a way 
to shape designs by hand 
pressing molten glass into 
a mold with an iron form ­ 
er. Hand pressed glass has 
softly rounded outlines, 
often in eye-catching dec­ 
orative patterns such as 
moon and star, daisy and 
button, bull’s eye, and New 
England pineapple. In vi­ 
b rant shades of ruby, olive, 
amber, and bright blue, 
hand pressed glass was 
originally intended aa a 
substitute for the very ex­ 
pensive cut glass of the 
day but these arresting
